the conspicuous lack of praise for it in the 
document Is an immediate un I telling exer­ 
cise. 
The platform contains unmistakable 
protests against making any further subsidies 
of public lands, the increase of paper cur­ 
rency, the increase of taxation, official cor- 
ruplion, aud other irregularities aud wicked­ 
nesses. 
It advocates short sessions of the 
state General Assembly, together with few 
and comprehensive acts of legislation, and 
by implication opposes ring bills, jobs and the 
granting of special favors. Iii brief, the Con­ 
necticut Republican Convention, both by its 
general action and its resolutions, has added 
one more lo the hopeful signs of tho times. 
It indicates the extreme tenuity of the party 
fealty bond, which was once so strong as to 
vanquish every movement of dissent. 
And 
lo the extension of the principle and feeling 
of persona! in dependence of dictation and the 
cult'vation of the moral .souse iii connection 
wlthjpolitica lies ult the hope we can reason­ 
ably have of our future. 
A partial reason for 
the advanced altitude of the Connecticut con­

aud while all Senators who voted thus may 
have had just excuies to go, the people will be 
apt to attach some importance to their vote 
as attached to their subsequent action. 
The 
result at all events was to keep a few men 
here, uot enough to transact business, which 
necessitated an adjournment until Monday.— 
So much then for such buncombe attempts to 
deceive the people. Senator Lord's resolutions 
on Saturday were calculated to expose the 
empty professions of such men, ono being to 
hold sessions on the evenings of Monday, Wed­ 
nesday aud Friday, aud the other being a res­ 
olution to adjourn sine die March 20th.

The fact 
is that upwards of 300 stone-cutters are crowd­ 
ing tho lobbies and galleries every day to hear 
what the fate of the bill now in the Senate, ap­ 
propriating $100,000, Is to be. For ten week* 
have tbe3e men been out of employment, and 
they must now wait until the supply bill comes 
in, which may be in April, or m ay be us late as 
the last day and night of the session; as was 
the case last year. 
By the way what a.botch was made of this 
bill. 
It came from “Old Salt's” hand*, ap­ 
propriating $200,000, in advance of the gen­ 
eral ono to be made in the Supply Bill. 
It 
was intended to relieve 
the severe pres­ 
sure 
for employment. * 
It went through 
the House on a rush, was cut down to $100,- 
000 by Mr. Wood in tho Senate, finally passed 
that body last Friday, failed to be concurred 
In by the House because it wasn’t sent clown— 
and on Saturday we find out that the Comp­ 
troller lias already borrowed the $1,000,000 al­ 
lowed him under Article 7, Section IO of the 
constitution, and hence the bill must fail. 
Now what would a sensible man have done 
under like circumstances ere the bill came iu 
at all?

with the Sinking Fund Is a »erious thing, and 
they begin to see it in that light. 
Senator Connelly has not been us well 
as he might have been, which may account 
for his absence on Saturday, but will intro­ 
duce a bill from Grecue county providing for 
utilizing pauper and convict labor, compelling 
ail such persons to work on public roads if no­ 
where else. 
It is a very proper bill; every 
road in the state should be macadamized to­ 
day and by convict and pauper labor. 
Why 
should these people live upon taxpayers? 
The only trouble is that the bill should be 
made a general one, and that too in spite of 
lobby p. esjure from prisons. 
Mr. Snyder has introduced the following 
bill, aud it bas been referred to theCommittee 
on Villages: 
“ An act authorizing and empowering the 
Board of Director* of the village of Saugerties 
iii th* county of Ulster to asses.*, levy and col­ 
lect the sum of $4,600 for the purpose of 
liquidating and discharging the indebtedness 
of said village. 
“ Section I. The Board of Directors of the 
village of Saugerties are hereby authorized 
and empowered. In addition to Hie moue)' 
which they are now authorized by law to 
assess, levy and collect, to asseal, levy aDd 
codect from the property liable to taxation iu 
said village the sum of $4,600, to be assessed, 
levied and collected in the same manner and 
at the same time the next annual tax is col­ 
lected, levied aud assessed. 
“ § 2. The said money specified in section I 
of this act, when collected, shall lie paid to 
the Treasurer of said village and said Board 
of Directors shall liquidate aud discharge with 
the said money the existing indebtedness 
against the said village of Saugerties, said 
money to be drawn from the treasury in Hie 
same manner as other moneys of -aid village 
are drawn." 
Mr. Snyder will also introduce a bill of eight 
se*! ions, lo incorporate a lienevolont society, 
entitled “An act to incorporate the Uirsch Be­ 
nevolent Association of the city of Kingston.” 
By section I His following are named as in­ 
corporators, viz: 
Myer Wail, Lewis Aaron, 
Jacob Heroll, 
Morris Schwartz, 
Solomon 
Vogle, Nathan Ellis and Herman Nathan. 
Power is giveu to hold real estate to the extent 
of $10,000. 
Its business is to be transacted by 
a Board of Trustees of not less than five not 
more than scveu, the incorporators above 
Hame l to be the first Board and to hoiJ office 
until July, 1875. 
Annual elections by ballot 
thereafter. 
Its ostensible purpose is to aid its 
members and families during sickness, etc. 
The probable objection lo this bill will be that 
such societies can be formed under the general 
law now iii force relating to “ charitable, re­ 
ligious and lienevoieot societies,” and while 
Mr. Snyder will do all he can to push the bill 
through, I fear the objection I have mentioned 
may prove insuperable. 
There wa* a sharp discussion to-dav over 
Mr. Ilamuiond’s bill relative to Couuty Treas­ 
urers. 
It was amended in some respects, will 
be reprinted aud I will then forward it.

The people of the country towns and in our 
city are looking around among their neigh­ 
bors for proper persons to put in the several 
offices to be filled at the March election. The 
reform idea has become pretty thoroughly in­ 
doctrinated in the popular mind, and the vo­ 
ters are undoubtedly desirous of committing 
the earc of their interests to honest men. And 
they set about the task nowadays with hope 
in their faces, and not as in old times exhaust 
themselves in vain endeavors against party 
manipulators. The people have really become 
an clement in a political cauvass, and politi- 
cious really fear them and permit them to de­ 
termine matters. 
We have not indited this article to enter 
into the details of the coming canvass, but to 
point the people to one matter which they very 
often bungle. In choosing public officials 
very little attention is paid to the fitness of 
the candidate for the office. There are cer­ 
tain duties to bo performed in each office pe­ 
culiar to that office, and for the successful 
performance of those duties tlis ofiicial must 
have special qualities. But year after year we 
have nominees for assessors who might make 
good aldermen but very poor assessors, aud 
for aldermen who would do well as inspectors 
of election but wouldn’t know the first rudi­ 
ments of uklermanic duty. So men are nom­ 
inated for supervisors who haven’t the least 
ability for liie place. Suppose the members 
of both parties, as they look around for a 
couple more weeks, pick out men who have 
ability as well as honesty, and also, if possi­ 
ble to find them, some special fitness for the 
duties of the ofiicial position eouglit to be 
filled.

T h e C o n n ecticu t R e p u b lic a n s. 
The Connecticut State Republican Conven­ 
tion did a good work in a very quiet way.— 
With the exception of the irrepressible oratory 
of Pratt, who lives in Wethersfield, aud hence 
kuows nothing of recent political events, 
there was but little talk. All attempts orí 
tbo part of a diminutive minority to blow a 
rousing blast on the ancient party bugle 
failed utterly. Tiiorc seemed to be not enough 
dry stubble in the body to catch the sparkof 
old-fashioned wild-fire; so the convention set­ 
tled down to business and left on record seve­ 
ral nuggets of solid sense. The platform it 
adopted is remarkable for what it does say 
and also for what it omits to say. Not one 
word of laudation of the administration, but 
an avowal of the right of criticism, of which 
the conspicuous lack of praise for it in the 
document is an immediate and telling exer­ 
cise. 
ri he platform contains unmistakable 
protests against making any further subsidies 
of public lands, the increase of paper cur­ 
rency, the increase of taxation, official cor­ 
ruption, aud other irregularities and wicked­ 
nesses. It advocates short sessions of the 
state General Assembly, together with few 
and comprehensive acts of legislation, and 
by implication opposes ring bills, jobs and the 
granting of special favors. In brief, the Con­ 
necticut Republican Convention, both by its 
general action and its resolutions, has added 
one more to the hopeful signs of the times. 
It indicates the extreme tenuity of the party 
fealty bond, which was once so strong as to 
vanquish every movement of dissent. And 
in the extension of the principle and feeling 
of personal independence of dictatiou and the 
cultivation of the moral sense in connection 
withl’politics lies all the hope we can reason­ 
ably have of onr future. A partial reason for 
the advauced attitude of the Connecticut con­ 
vention may consist in the young blood which

degree, he Is right. Nobody ever lived yet 
who really enjoyed a joke at his own expense. 
The sense of personal dignity is the finest 
and strongest trait in all natures not altogeth­ 
er diabolized; and no man, therefore, will 
make public his best thoughts nor take a lead­ 
ing position except a3 a charlatan, when be 
is sure of being made a target for small wlt3 
and professional punsters. Fun is a good 
thing in its place and ridicule has a legitimate 
function, as sacred as that of prayer; bnt this 
ago tends to make fun of everything. No 
sooner is a new measure brought forward in 
our legislatures, a new book issued from the 
press, or a speech or lecture delivered on a 
prominent subject, than not less than a mil­ 
lion shafts of searching ridicule are shot 
against it; not always maliciously, but in the 
wantonness of sport. As a uatural result we 
belittle everything in our owu eyes. When a 
man lies often enough lie loses the moral pow­ 
er to distinguish between a lie and the truth; 
and when wc have gone a little further in our 
present course all aflairs and events whatever 
will seem grotesque and farcical. There is 
very little of the spirit of true criticism abroad 
to-day; although there is plenty of the spirit 
of carping and denunciation. We seem to en­ 
joy the triumphs of demolition and destruction 
more than the victories of edification or build­ 
ing. We are growing sarcastic and bitter; 
the grinning devil of rasping cachinnation is 
at our elbows most of the time. 
We don’t 
laugli and grow fat; we laugh and grow thin. 
Our fun is sharp and draws the blood of its 
victims; it is not round and genial like a tom 
pered summer breeze. Come, let us be jolly 
and serious—both; these are consistent. For 
if we don’t soon change our ways in this re­ 
spect there won't be a decent thing or thought 
in America not battered and torn by the 
assaults of cbea£ wit and trashy criticism.

E ditor F reem a n:—I always like to do jus­ 
tice to all men, and believe I'm independent 
enough to do so; but I find sometimes 
that my opinions are not completely regis­ 
tered. Perhaps I'm so very independent that 
I slop over, or els# I may have forgotten the 
politician’s adage—that even the truth ought 
not always be told. 
The farce of attempting to keep tbe House 
here over Saturday ended in failure, but not 
so in the Senate. We are bound to have a 
fight over this subject every session, and like 
tbe farmer’s “butchering” time, wo are always 
jlad when its over, out of the way, and behind 
us. Somebody iu the House aud somebody 
in the Sonate wants to bo considered a rare 
jewel, and he generally begins the session by 
a spread eagle speech over adjournments. Mr. 
Prince has generally been considered the 
champion “stager” of the House, and I was 
surprised to see him allow General Batcbeller 
to carry oil the prize this year. 
After the usual fight therefore, came tbe 
usual result in the House, but the Senate as­ 
sumed to regard lima of greater value aud 
voted to stay here on Saturday, holding a ses­ 
sion on that day and on Monday morning. 
The result has been briefly told iu your tele­ 
graphic reports, but there remains a little to 
explain on this subject. When Wood called 
up his resolution providing for sessions on 
Saturdays, Johnson, to test th* sense of the 
Senate, moved to lay it on the table, which 
was lost—ayes nine, nays eighteen. Among 
the latter was Mr. Connelly, who desired a ses­ 
sion on Saturday in order to hurry forward the 
work of the Senate. Wood’s resolution, after 
debate, was then adopted, twenty-six to four— 
all present in the affirmative, except Coe, 
Johnson, Ledwith and Parmenter. On John­ 
son’s motion to adjourn until Monday the vole 
stood nyes ten, nays twenty, and tbe ayes 
were Jacobs, Dayton, Fox, Johnson, Ledwith, 
Lord, Parmenter, Ray, Foley, Wellman. Of 
course your Senator was recorded three times 
in favor of a Saturday session, and I was 
surprised to see his seat and the seats of all 
who 
had 
favored 
no 
adjournment 
vacant on Saturday morning and up to 
Tuesday morning. 
Surely the 
masses 
will be apt to see in this a want of siucerity, 
aud while all Senators who voted thus may 
have had just excuses to go, the people will be 
apt to attach some importance to their vote 
as attached to their subsequent action. The 
result at all events was to keep a few men 
here, not enough to transact business, which 
necessitated an adjournment until Monday.— 
So much then for such buncombe attempts to 
deceive the people. Senator Lord’s resolutions 
on Saturday were calculated to expose the 
empty professions of such men, one being to 
hold sessions on the evenings of Monday, Wed­ 
nesday aud Friday, aud the other being a res­ 
olution to adjourn sine die March 20lh. This 
brought N. P. Wood to liis teet with hia usual 
preface of “ a-licm.” He had suddenly found 
out that no quorum was present. 
By the way tbi3 particular Wood is the same 
man who is Chairman of the Finance Commit­ 
tee—the same geutleman who pared down 
certain appropriations last year, pretending 
that such action was based sincerely upon the 
interests of economy and reform. Mr. Wood 
ought to turn his attention toward the new 
Capitol and exercise some of his economical 
directions in that quarter. Thero is a vast and 
au unexplored field there and .1 trust some 
man or men may be bold and remain honest 
enough to tell us why a new Capitol estimated 
by a man whom we continae to pay $10,000 a 


yeari to cost $4,960,000 only is like* 
iy to cost $16,000,000111 
Sappose you 
Bbould employ an architect to build you a 
house and he made certain estimates that 
pleased you based upon to expense aggregat­ 
ing $12,000, what would your action be to- 
toward that man after the $12,000 had been 
expended on the cellar and a lower story only ? 
That is about the position of this new Capitol. 
It Is a huge political machine. It isn’t the 
best or most competent men who are here, not 
by any means. Political influence secures 
plaoo hero. Dirty wire pullers In obscure 
country districts operate through magnates 
who may say • • yes ” once too often. The fact 
13 that upwards of 300 stone-cutters are crowd­ 
ing the lobbies and galleries every day to hear 
what the fate of the bill now in the Senate, ap­ 
propriating $100,000, Is to be. For ten weeks 
have these men been out of employment, and 
they musL now wait until the supply bill comes 
in, which may be in April, or may be as late as 
the last day and night of the session; as was 
the case last year. 
By the way what a.botch wu3 made of this 
bill. It came from “Old Salt’s” hands, ap­ 
propriating $200,000, in advance of the gen­ 
eral one to be made in the Supply Bill. It 
was intended to relieve the severe pres­ 
sure for employment.' It went through 
the House on a rush, wa3 cut down to $100,- 
000 by Mr. Wood iu the Sonate, finally passed 
that body last Friday, failed to be concurred 
In by the House because it wasn’t sent down— 
and on Saturday we find out that the Comp­ 
troller has already borrowed the $1,000,000 al­ 
lowed him under Article 7, Section 10 of the 
constitution, and hence tbe bill must fail. 
Now what would a sensible man have done 
under like circumstances ere the bill came iu 
at all? Would he not have ascertained where 
the power to borrow lay, and next learn 
whether the power had not been exhausted ? 
Most assuredly, and yet such is a sample of too 
much of the legislation that we get. Ou the 
other hand it is rumored in more quiet circles 
that the assertion that the $1,000,000 ha3 al­ 
ready been borrowed is a “flyer,” and that tbe 
real cause of the stick is the determination of 
Gov. Dix to veto the bill, which the ltepubii 
cans don’t want done, as the Governor would 
be compelled to go into the whole subject, and 
that would expose the violations oj law of 
which the Comptroller may have been guilty 
in regard to the Sinking Fund. In fact I hear 
it stated that the uew Capitol may .chance to 
stand still some little time, unless money can 
be borrowed of capitalists. This tamperin 
with the Sinking Fund is a serious thing, and 
they begin to see it in that light. 
Senator Connelly has not been as well 
as he might have been, which may account 
for his absence on Saturday, but will intro­ 
duje a bill from Greeue county providing for 
utilizing pauper and convict labor, compslliu 
all such persons to work ou public roads if no­ 
where else. It is a very proper bill; every 
road in the state should be macadamized to­ 
day and by convict and pauper labor. Why 
should these people live upon taxpayers? 
The ouly trouble is that the bill should bo 
made a general one, and th at too in spite of 
lobby pressure from prisons. 
Mr. Snyder has introduced the followiiv 
bill, and it has been referred to the Committee 
on Villages: 
“ An act authorizing and empowering the 
Board of Directors of the village of Saugerties 
in the county of Ulster to assess, levy and col­ 
lect the sum of $4,000 for the purpose of 
liquidating and discharging the indebtedness 
of said village. 
“ Section 1. The Board or Directors of the 
village of Saugerties are hereby authorized 
and empowered, iu additiou to the money 
which they are now authorized by law to 
assess, levy and collect, to assess, levy and 
collect from the property liable to taxation in 
said village the sum of $4,600, to be assessed, 
levied and collected in the same manner and 
at the samo time the next annual tax is col 
lected, levied aud assessed. 
“ § 2. The said money specified in section 1 
of this act, when collected, shall be paid to 
the Treasurer oí said village and said Board 
of Directors shall liquidate aud discharge with 
the said money the existing indebtedness 
against the said village of Saugerties, said 
money to be drawn from the treasury in the 
same manner as other money* of said village 
are drawn.” 
Mr. Snyder will also introduce a bill of eight 
seetions, to incorporate a benevolent society, 
entitled “An act to incorporate the Hirsch Be­ 
nevolent Association of the city of Kingston.” 
By section 1 the following are named as in­ 
corporators, viz: Myer Weil, Lewis Aaron, 
Jacob Herold, Morris Schwartz, Solomou 
Vogle, Nathan Ellis and Herman Nathan. 
Power is given to hold real estate to the extent 
of $10,000. Its business is to be transacted by 
a Board of Trustees of not less than Gve nor 
more than seven, the incorporators above 
uarned to be the first Board and to hold office 
until July, 1875. Annual elections by ballot 
thereafter. Its ostensible purpose is to aid its 
members and families during sickness, etc. 
The probable objection to this bill will be that 
such societies can be formed under the general 
law now in force relating to “ charitable, re­ 
ligious and benevolent societies,” and while 
Mr. Snyder will do all he cau to push the bill 
through, I fear the objection I have mentioned 
may prove insuperable. 
There was a sharp discussion to-day over 
Mr. Hammond’s bill relative to County Treas­ 
urers. It was amended in some respects, will 
be reprinted aud I will then forward it.

BRITISH COLUMBIA.

A large police force was on hand, bat 
no disturbance occurred. Dr. Ilelmcken pre­ 
sented a petition passed at the meeting Sat­ 
urday, the germ of whicb is that the meeting 
deems it inadvisable to enter into any negotia- 
ttous for capitalizing the dry dock guarantee 
or to borrow any money from the Dominion 
government until the scheme of the McKen­ 
zie ministry for the alteration cf the terms of 
union shall be made known; and further, that 
it i> distinctly opposed to the provincial gov­ 
ernment interfering in any manner with the 
terms of the union or agreeing to any new 
terms offered by tbe McKeozie government 
until they have been submitted to the people 
for adoption. 
Application by the ministry for a gunboat 
to be stationed at the government buildings 
was refused by the commauder of the fleet. 
A resolution was also sent to the city mem­ 
bers who support the government calling upon 
them to resign. The same afternoon Decosmos 
resigned and has since left the city, it is said 
to stand for any outside district for Commons 
To-day Mr. Walker, of the Decosmos Minis­ 
try, was called upon by tbe Governor to form 
a government. It is understood he will make 
no changes in the personnel of the Cabinet. 
Considerable excitement still prevails. Mor­ 
ton, one of the leaders in the attack on tbe 
Parliament buildings, is out as a candidate for 
Comnaou3, and Higgins, another leader, hav­ 
ing been threatened with arrest, publishes 
card accepting the entire responsibility of the 
demonstration. 
The House meets on Friday, when the peti­ 
tion will be considered. The press in opposi­ 
tion to the general governmenf say that notli 
ing but dissolution will satisfy the country 
aud charge that the attempt to change the 
terms of the union was done to vitiate the 
railway clause.

The resolution a3 amended was adopted. 
Mr. LOWERY called from tbe table the 
joint resolution instructing the Finance Com­ 
mittee of the Senate and the Ways and Means 
of the Assembly to meet jointly with a view of 
taking up the whole subject of taxation for 
the purpose of devising some plan by which 
the burden of taxation may be equally distri­ 
buted upon the property of the s'.ate. 
Mr. LORD moved to lay tiie resolution on 
the table. Lost. 
Mr. LORD offered a resolution requesting 
the Governor to inform the Senate what his 
views now arc upon the subject of relieving 
real ertate mortgages from taxation, and the 
repeal of the usury laws, alluded to in the an­ 
nual message of 1873. 
Mr. WOODIN moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. Carried. 
The Assembly scut for concurrence a reso 
lution reconsidering the annulling of the res­ 
olution authorizing the appointment or Com­ 
missioners to attend or represent this state at 
the centennial celebration to be held íd Phila­ 
delphia iu 1876. 
On motion of Mr. JACOBS, the rules were 
suspehded and the resolution was immediately 
considered and passed. 


WORK ON THE NEW CAPITOL. 
Mr. JACOBS offered the following: 
Resolved (if the Assembly concur), that 
the Legislature will, during the present ses­ 
sion, make an appropriation of at least $100,- 
000 for the purpose of paying the necessary 
expenses of dressing the granite now on the 
grounds of the new Capitol. 
On motion of Mr. JACOBS the rules were 
•uspended and the resolution was immediately 
considered. 
Mr. LOWERY moved to refer the resolution 
to the Finance Committee. 
Mr. JACOBS hoped the Senate would not 
order such a reference. 
Mr. LOWERY’S motion to refer to the Fi­ 
nance Committee was lost, ayes 12, nays 14. 
Mr. ROBERTSON moved to adjourn. Lost. 
Mr. LOWERY moved to lay the resolution 
the table. Lo3t, ayes 12, nays 14. 
The question was then taken ou the adop­ 
tion of the resolution. 
The resolution was adopted, ayes 14, nays 
13, as follows: 
A yes—Messrs. Booth, Bradley, Coe, Con­ 
nelly, Dayton, Fox, Gross, Jacobs, Johnson, 
Ledwith, Lord, Ilay, Robertson, Woodiu—14.

— 13. 
The Senate then adjourned to 11 A. M. to­ 
morrow. 
ASSEMBLY. 


THE CENTENNIAL COMMISSION. 
Mr. WEED rose to a question of privilege, 
and stated that lie held in hi3 hand a concur­ 
rent resolution rescinding a concurrent reso­ 
lution, passed in 1871, creating the Centennial 
Commission of this state. As a member of 
the commission thus created, lie desired to 
have the resolution wiped frem the state rec­ 
ords. He felt that under the circumstances it 
was due to him, to other members of that 
commission and to the state at large, that the 
resolution authorizing this commission be re­ 
scinded. There were honorable men upon 
that commission, men eminent in this state, 
but there were other men on the commission 
who had disgraced themselves and tiie state 
and were absent from the country. Under 
the circumstances, he asked tbe passage of 
the resolution negativing the resolution passed 
by the Legislature of 1871. He tbeu offered 
tbe following, which was unanimously adopt­ 
ed: 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), That the 
concurrent resolution of the Senate and As­ 
sembly of the state of New York for the year 
1871, authorizing the appointment of commis­ 
sioners to attend or represent the state at the 
Ceutennial Celebration to be held in Philadel­ 
phia in the year 1176, lie rescinded and an­ 
nulled. 
Mr. KNAPP introduced a bill for the con­ 
struction of Highland avenue from Rockland 
Lake to Piermont. 
Mr. KNAPP asked unanimous consent that 
the bill now be placed on its final passage. 
Agreed to, and the bill road a third time and 
passed. 


THE AMENDMENT TO THE FIFTH ARTICLE. 
Concurrent resolution proposing amend­ 
ments to Article 5 of the Constitution. 
Mr. WEED moved to recommit. 
He said 
tbe amendment provided for tiie appointment 
of certain officers now elected by the people. 
Other branches of the government are 
changed, and power is unquestionably taken 
from the people, while an undue amount of 
power is centralized iu the Governor. 
He 
urged all those who believed iu the govern­ 
ment of the state by the people thereof, to op­ 
pose this amendment, and upon bis motion ha 
called for the ayes and noes. 
After long discussion Mr. ALBERGER re­ 
marked that as the hour (2 o’clock) was late, 
it was apparent that we could not give this 
question the consideration it deserved at this 
session. 
He, therefore, moved that it be 
postponed for tbe present, and made a special 
order tor to-morrow moruitig, immediately 
after the reading of the journal. Agreed to. 
The House then took a recess until 74 P. M.t 
when the General Appropriation bill will be 
taken up. 


EVENING SESSION. 
The House met this evening to act on the 
general appropriation bill. 
Mr. VEDDER moved to strike out $1,000 
extra allowance to the Attorney General for 
extra services, showing it to be unconstitu­ 
tional. 
After discussion Vedder withdrew his mo­ 
tion, but insisted that it was entirely wrong. 
He would leave the matter to the House. He 
had no desire to step in uow aud deprive the 


predecessors hart received. 
Mr. BEEBE moved toadrt to the appropria­ 
tion to academies a proviso that no part of 
the money shall be distributed to any acad­ 
emy controlled by any religious or denomina­ 
tional society. This gave rise to consid ruble 
discussion, whereupon Mr. Wight moved as a 
substitute any academy, the trustees of which 
shall prohibit the admission of any pupil be­ 
cause of belonging to any religious denomi­ 
nation or make adherence to any religious 
denomination a condition of admission. Lost. 
Mr. BEEBE’S motion waa also lost by 35 to 
37.Mr. MILLER moved to strike out tbe entire 
section, claiming that the money of the state 
should not be appropriated to any institution 
which was not wholly under the Comptroller 
of the state. 
After considerable discussion the motion to 
strike out tbe appiopriation was lost. 
Mr. BEEBE then moved to confine the appro­ 
priation to academical depart ments of the union 
SCI100I3 which are to share in the $125,000 
with the academies. Lost. 
Mr. BEEBE then moved to make the 
amount $62,500. Lost. 
The committee then rose aud reported pro­ 
gress. Mr. ALVORD moved to make the bill 
a special order for Tuesday morning next. 
Carried. 
Adjourned.

S E N A T E . 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 12. 
The credentials of R. II. PEASE of Missis­ 
sippi were presented and he was sworn in. 
The morning hour expired and the Senate 
resumed the consideration of the bill to equal­ 
ize the distribution of currency, the pending 
amendment being that of Mr. Merrimnn to in­ 
sert seventy-five iu placo of twenty-five. 
After considerable discussion 
Merriman 
withdrew his amendment and offered a 
substitute for the bill. 
The substitute 
authorizes the i-sue of $ 16,000,000 to 
national banking associations now organized 
or hereafter to be organized in addition to the 
present circulation. 
Mr. WRIGHT moved au amendment to the 
bill as reported by tiie committee to strike out 
twenty-five and insert fifty, so that tbe amount 
of circulation to be withdrawn and reissued 
should be fifty instead of twenty-live millions, 
and upon that question lie asked the yeas 
and nays. 
Pending discussion the Sonate at 4 o’clock 
proceeded to the consideration of executive 
business and after a short time the doors were 
reopened and the Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the fortification bill. 
The items of $20,000 each for Forts Foote 
and Washington 011 the Potomac River wore 
on motion of Mr. Starkweather struck out. 
The items for Forts Moultrie, Sumter and 
Pulaski were retained, notwithstanding the 
efforts of Storm of Pennsylvania against it. 
The appropriation for Fort McHenry, pro­ 
posed by O’Brien of Maryland, and 1'ort Jef­ 
ferson, proposed by Wells of Florida, were 
refused. 
The committee then rose and reported the 
bill to the House and it was passed. 
The House then resolved itself into Com­ 
mittee of the Whole, Wilson of Iowa in the 
chair, 011 the bill to repeal the stamp duty or 
tax on matches, and Mr. Dawes of Massachu­ 
setts, Chairman of tbe Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, proceeded to address the House. 
Dawes discussed the pending bill aud that for 
the repeal of check stamps together. The tax 
on matches last year reached $2,500,000 and 
that on bank checks $1,600,000. The Com­ 
missioner of Internal Revenue estimated that 
the repeal would require a refunding of half a 
million of those now holding stamps for bank 
checks aud a like amouut for stamps on 
matches, so the question of repeal involved 
$5,100,000. 
The Committee 011 Ways and 
Means were unanimous against repeal. Mr. 
Dawes continued at great length against the 
measure. 
The committee rose at 5:30, Dawes having 
occupied nearly forty-five minutes in his 
speech, and the House took a reces? until 
7:30, tiie evening session to be for the consid­ 
eration of the bill c«difying the laws.

The R ondout Creek, from below tho ferry to 
South R ocd oct to Hamilton’s old dock above 
Wilbur,now presents a scen e o f great activity, 
as the companies and individuals having ice 
houses on cither shore of the stream are busi­ 
ly engaged with forces more or less large 
stowing them with crystal cakes for the com­ 
ing summer's consumption. 
At South Rondout, below the ferry, the firm 
of Neidlinger A Schmidt, who have extensive 
lager beer breweries in New York and are the 
owners of the malt house at the first-men­ 
tioned place, have a force of about forty men 
and eight horses cutting ice from the creek 
in front of their ice house and storing it 
They send the ice to New York in barges for 
their owu consumption. 
Also at South Koudout, Immediately above 
tho ferry, the ice house known as the Von 
Beck house is being filled by August Butcher. 
A small force of men and three horses are em 
ployed. 
The ice is taken from the creek 
abreast the bouse, as it is for the home retail 
trade. 
On the east bank of the creek, opposite 
Wilbur, Is one or the Washington Ice Cora 
pany’s largo houses, which is also being 
stored with several thousand tons taken from 
the creek. 
The hoisting at this house is done 
by steam, consequently the only horses em­ 
ployed arc those which do the cutting. 
A 
large force of meu is ut at work and the house 
is about half lilied. 
On the w elt shore of the creek just above 
the McCausland*’ sbip-yard is the Union Ice 
Company's house, a homo enterprise. 
They 
employ a small force of men aud two or three 
horses to Cli their house with ice for ti e home 
retail trade. 
Just ab >vc the last mentioned 
house is one of the large houses of the Knick­ 
erbocker Ice Company, holding several thous- 
ond ton.-’.

Roosevelt of New York, our 
of the Commissioners of Fisheries of tbs 
state, writes to the New York World, quoting 
tbs-a extracts in regard to the stocking of the 
Hudson with shad, from the lait annual re­ 
port of tho Commissioners: 
I ive millions and forty-one'tbousand shad 
were successfully hatched and turned loose, 
by far the greater putt iii the Hudson, a 
email number being shipped to other locali­ 
ties, where it was deemed advisable to a t­ 
tempt to Cojonize them. 
During the period of 
five w 
ks intervening between May 20 and 
June 50, ia73, ut which {date the fishing sea- 
-on ecu.-cd, ow ing to Hie high temperature of 
the water, tile total number of tuatara shad 
caught was i ,t»IU. from which 5,745,000 spawn 
were extracted, 
lo the year lt<70 upwards of 
7,500,000 young shad were turned loose in the 
HiuUfi), which, together with the 5,OOO,OOO 
fry put iu this year, must eventually increase 
tile annual supply, inasmuch as heretofore 
tho entire yield of the Hudson has been but 
1.000.000 yearly. 
Three years ago the shad 
fi-heriea of tile Hudson were so run down 
tiiat very few of them wsro paying, aud many 
fishermen had discontinued their tailors. 
The 
yield for the last two years lies, however, im­ 
proved, and with the assistance of a proper 
law, establishing a weekly closing, them is no 
doubt but that the fisheries can be restored to 
their original condition.

Some of onr city boys ati attending Bellevue 
C o llie In New York city, and last Monday 
they were shown two peculiar cases, by Prof. 
Lusk in his clinic. 
The first case presented 
was that of a man who is a native of New 
York city, and is eighteen y ears of age. 
It 
was a case of congenital hydrocephali*. 
At 
the age of two years, the bead of tho subject 
measured in circumference thirty-four inches. 
At this early ago the child was able to walk, 
indisputable evidence haying been famished 
of that fact. 
At the present time the head 
has diminished lo size tw j iDches. No attempt 
having been made to cultivate his mind, he of 
course is Illiterate. 
However, he converses 
quite well, and assists Ids motlier in many 
household duties. 
Ile has some difficulty in 
ascending and descending stairs, and walks 
at though ho had an incipient attack of par­ 
aplegia. 
The other case is that of a man who Is in 
the asylum at Randall’s Bland. 
He is aged 
thirty-two years, and his head Is much smaller 
than tho cranium of an ordinary sized child at 
birth.

The Rondout Creek, from below the ferry to 
South RoDdont to Hamilton’* old dock above 
Wilbur,now presents » scene of great activity, 
as the companies and individuals having ice 
houses on either shore of the stream are buBi- 
Iy engaged with forces more or less large 
stowlug them with crystal cakes for the com­ 
ing summer’s consumption. 
At South Rondout, below the ferry, the firm 
of Neidlinger <fc Schmidt, who have extensive 
lager beer breweries in New York and are the 
owners of the malt house at the first-men­ 
tioned place, have a force of about forty men 
and eight horses cutting ice from the creek 
in front of their ice house and storing it. 
They send the ice to New York ia barges for 
their owu consumption. 
Also at South Roudout, immediately above 
the ferry, the ice house known as the Von 
Beck house is being filled by August Butcher. 
A small force of men and three horses are em­ 
ployed. 
The ice ia taken from the creek 
abreast the house, as it is for the home retail 
trade. 
On the oa3t bank of the creek, opposite 
Wilbttr, is one of the Washington Ice Com­ 
pany’s large houses, which is also being 
stored with several thousand tons taken from 
the creek. 
The hoisting at this house is done 
by steam, consequently the only horses em­ 
ployed are those which do the cutting. 
A 
large force of men is at at work and the house 
is about half filled. 
On the west shore or the creek just above 
the McCauslands’ sbip-yard is the Uuionlce 
Company’s house, a home enterprise. 
They 
employ a small force of men and two or three 
horses to fill their home with ice for tie home 
retail trade. 
Just above th* last meutioned 
bouse is one of the large houses of the Knick­ 
erbocker Ice Company, holding several thous- 
oml tons. 
It is about half filled, aud as the 
hoisliug is douo by horses a number of them 
are employed,as is also a large force of men. 
Above Wilbur,on the same side of the creek, 
are the houses of Alexander Whalen aud John 
Quigley, standing side by side. 
They both 
have small forces of men and horses at work, 
and the houses are about half filled with ice 
intended for home consumption. 
From John 
Quigley’s house teams are drawing ice to Ed- 
dyville lo fill a private ice houscowned by Mrs. 
George Diamond. 
Mr. Charles Slaudacher, the brewer, on 
Hone street, is filling his ice house, which is 
connected with bis brewery, with ice taken 
from the creek near the South Rondout ferry. 
The ice he gathers is for his own use at the 
brewery. 
All the ice gathered from the creek by the 
above-mentioned companies and individuals 
¡3 from ton to twelve inches in thickness and 
rather good quality, tho’, as a veteran ice 
gatherer remarked to the reporter, “There's 
been a heap better ice stowed in them 
houses.” 


C calii of a n Old Sloop C ap tain . 
At about eight o'clock Tuesday evening as 
tho milk train on the Dutchess and Columbia 
R tilroad was switching at Dutchess Junction, 
Captain Daniel McMillan, of the sloop New 
Jersey, was run over and instantly killed. 
It 
seems that lie stopped off the track the traiu 
was on to get out of the way, aud did not no­ 
tice that the ears were switched on to the 
track where he was standing. 
Tho train 
backed up and several cars ran over him, mu­ 
tilating his body in a shocking manner. 
The 
right arm was cut off, legs crushed, and the 
bony nearly severed. 
No one witnessed the 
accident; tho first known of it was when a 
brakeirau saw the mangled remains lying on 
ike track. 
For many years Captain McMillan 
lived in this citv, and only recently removed 
to the neighborhood of the Junction, his sloop 
being laid up near Denning's Point for the 
whiter. 
lie was in this city yesterday, and 
after returning home and taking his supper 
he stepped over to the Junction and there 
came to his death. 
Captain McMillan was 
wail known among the river boatmen. 
He 
leive. a family of a vifo and four children, 
lie was a member of Hudson River Lodge No. 
(o>7 F. and A. M., of Newburgh, and his re. 
mains will probably be brought to this city for 
interment. 
P. S.—An inquest was hold Wednesday 
morning by Coroner Scoulcn, of Fisbkill 
Landing. 
From the evidence laid before the 
jury it seems probable tlial Mr. McMillan was 
first run over by a Hudson River Railroad 
freight traiu, and then by the Dutchess A 
Columbia milk train. 
The remains were dis­ 
covered soon after the latter passed over them, 
and the fact that they were quite cold when 
found seems to favor thi.^ theory. 
The jury 
aid ia their verdict that in their opinion 
death was caused by a Hudson River freight 
trail!. 
Two such trains had passed, one each 
way, a short time before the remains were 
found. 
The remains were brought to this city by 
the 11:30 boat Wednesday morning for inter- 
ment.—Newburgh Journal. 


S h a d Iuüthe H udson. 
Mr. Robert 13. Roosevelt of New York, oue 
of the Commissioners of Fisheries of the 
state, writes to the New York World, quoting 
these extracts in regard to the stocking of the 
Hudson with shad, from the last annual re­ 
port ot tlia Commissioners: 
Five millions aud foríy-one¡thousand shad 
were successfully hatched and turned loose, 
by far the greater pait in the Hudson, £ 
small number being shipped to other local! 
ties, where it was deemed advisable to a t­ 
tempt to colonize them. 
During the period of 
five w eks intervening between May 20 and 
June 30, 1873, at which Jdalo the fishing sea 
son ceased, owing to the high temperature of 
the water, the total number of matura shad 
caught was 1,G43, from which 5,745,000 spawn 
were extracted. 
In the year 1870 upwards of 
7,500,000 young shad were turned loose in the 
Hudson, which, together with the 5,000,000 
fry put in this year, must eventually increase 
the annual supply, inasmuch as heretofore 
the entire yield of the Hudson has been but 
1,000,000 yearly. 
Three year3 ago the shad 
fisheries of the Hudson were so run down 
that very few of them were paying, and many 
fishermen had discontinued their labors. 
The 
yield for the last two years has, however, im­ 
proved, and with the assistance of a proper 
law, establishing a weekly closing, there is no 
doubt but that the fisheries can be restored to 
their original condition.

The Foughkeepsie Eagle in its issue of 
Thursday says: 
“ The steamer Daniel Drew 
of tho New York and Albany day line, having 
been widened three feet aud furnished with a 
new engine by Fletcher & Harrison, and 
which two improvements are to make the boat 
three miles an hour faster than she ever was, 
is to make .a trial trip down New York bay 
some day next week.” A Freeman reporter 
meeting one of the olficers, who resides in 
this city, of the Daniel Drew on Thurday after 
noon mentioued what the Eagle had screamed 
about the aforesaid trial trip next week, to 
which the officer replied, “No she isn’t. Why, 
her engine is all the dock yet.” How’s that.

Another old resident of upper Kingston has 
gone to her last home. 
On Wednesday even­ 
ing last Mrs. Eliza Hambliu, mother of Wm. 
H. Hamblin, died. 
She was over eighty years 
old. 
This makes the third old resident of 
the upper part of the city that has died within 
a short time: Mrs. Van Burcn, Mrs. Baldwin 
and Mrs. Hamblin, each of whom was older 
than three score and ten years, and who 
passed the greater part of their existence on 
Fair street, uptown.

The eflccl of the scheme has been 
to reduce the rates on stock from tho west by 
the Central & Hudson River Railroad and con­ 
necting lines, in order to prevent the success 
of the big pool, which would place the rail, 
roads in the hands of the combination. Rates 
from Buffalo to Albany and New York have 
been reduced on this account. 
Willing to ex­ 
tend the same advantages to state dealers in 
live stock, the rates have also been reduced 
between all local stations proportionally.

Some of our city boys ai? attending Bellevue 
C ollie in New York city, and last Monday 
they were shown two peculiar cases, by Prof. 
Lusk in his clinic. The first case presented 
was that of a man who is a native of New 
York city, and is eighteen years of age. 
It 
was a case of congenital hydrocephalis. 
At 
tb* age of two year», the bead of tho subject 
measured In circumference thirty-four inches. 
At this early ago the child was able to walk, 
indisputable evidence haying been furnished 
of that fact. 
At tho present time the head 
ha3 diminished in size twa inches. No attempt 
having been made to cultivate his mind, he of 
course is illiterate. 
Howevor, he converses 
quite well, and assists Ids mother in many 
household duties. 
He has some difficulty in 
ascending and desconding stairs, and walks 
as though be had an incipient attack of par­ 
aplegia. 
The other case is that of a man who is in 
the asylum at Randall’s Island. 
He is aged 
thirty-two years, and his head is much smaller 
than tho cranium of an ordinary »ized child at 
birth. 
Tho lower part of the Tace is covered 
by a heavy beard and moustache, which 
makes bis head seem to be much smaller. His 
conversational powers arc limited. 
These 
two men were placed side by side, so the clas3 
were enabled to note the marked contrast ex­ 
isting between them, which was really aston­ 
ishing. 
Iu every respect except the craniums, 
these men are full-sized, well-formed men; 
well nourished, and appear to be contented 
with tlicir lot. 
Their stature is between four 
and five feet. The man with a small head had 
a few accomplishment?, which were willingly 
performed, when he was requested by the 
Professor. 
When asked to sing he pointed to 
his heart and asked permission to pray. 
He 
then knelt before the class aud repeated a 
prayer that bad been taught him at the asy­ 
lum. 
At its commencement, the students 
were very noisy, but with such pathos did this 
idiot rehearse his petition, it wa3 only a mo­ 
ment before the class was hushed to silence.

The Rev. D. N. Vandevere, of the First 
Reformed Dutch Church, Kingston, 1ms sud­ 
denly acquired newspaper celebrity by a ser­ 
mon on lying, a sketch of which is reported 
in The Freeman. 
Mr. Vandevere says: 
The habit of lying is growing into a nation­ 
al vice; we seem lo have outgrown the age 
when a man's word was considered as good 
as his bond. 
So frequent has the vice become 
we cannot tell oue-half the lime when men 
speak the truth, and the amount of lying done 
each day is enough to keep a broad grin on 
the faces of fiends. 
We are rapidly drlftiug 
toward destruction, and if this slate of allairs 
cotuiuues, the boy is now attending school 
who will write the decline and fall of this Re­ 
public. 
Governments cannot stand whose 
foundations rest on quicksand. 
Again:— 
We. wink at deception as it oxi3is in society, 
and yet inwardly condemn it. 
There are 
many ways of lying. 
The merchants, often 
professing to be Christians, falsify in regard 
to their goods. 
It is a lie to sell a customer 
a piece of muslin for twelve yards when it 
only contains ten, or to sell him the shoddy of 
pulverized rags for broadcloth. 
It is a ' lie 
for the carpenter to furnish bad timber for the 
building of his employer; for tho grocerymau 
to sell sand in sugar, beans in cotice. 
Then 
there are social lies:—You regret you cannot 
attend a party, when you arc really glad to 
escape and would consider It a bore if’ forced 
to go. 
And this is the way in which the clerical 
gentleman turned 
his heavy guns on the 
editor:— 
“ Who believes a newspaper report ?” is be­ 
coming a proverb. 
The pen and press are a 
mighty power. 
It can make the reputation of 
a man, or it can undo him. 
When a mau is 
nominated for office the big newspapers thun­ 
der at him with big guns, whilo the little pa­ 
pers pepper with small shot, and this is suf­ 
ficient to damage the reputation of the best 
men and do incalculable injury. 
If the news­ 
papers of this country had been governed by 
intelligence and probity, 
Horace Greel*>y 
would to-day be President. 
But a reform is coming:— 
The speaker then claimed there was in pro­ 
gress a great movement of reform. 
That the 
day will come when a partisan press shall no 
longer have the power to enforce the election 
of a bad man in preference to that of a good 
one. 
The people arc beginning to see the 
evil and will 110 longer be tied to nominations 
regardless of principle. 
The vision which sees “ in progress a great 
movement of reform” which is to purify the 
press is mildly encouraging. 
Beyond this 
there is nothing iu the dominie's speech that 
can suggest anything but sackcloth and ashes. 
Were it not for the fact that the sin of lying 
has been a conspicuous failing ever since the 
somewhat early days of Adam and Eve, one 
might think that we of the present age are 
living in oue exceptionally given to lying. 
As 
it is the Rev. Mr. Vandevere’s hysterical out­ 
cry against the evil, though but the repetition 
of iermons and essays for thousands of years 
—though his talk is but the parody of thou 
sands of editorial» ou the same—will have 
th* negative good of stirring the old pool to 
a small ripple iu response to his indignant 
words.
